FISCAL  TEAR  REPORT  i960  - 1961 


September  9#  I960®  Meeting  held  at  Helena®  All  members  present®  Budget 
plans  to  be  submitted  to  the  coming  Legislature  were  studied  and  in  relation 
to  current  financing  the  Commission  felt  that  the  budget  was  satisfactory  and 

did  approve  it 0 

Mr®  Manley  Moore  and  Mr.  Win®  G®  Cheney  reported  on  various  meetings  with 
the  South  Dakota  Stockgrower’ s Association  on  inspection  of  Montana  cattle  at 
Belle  Fourehe,  Sturgis  and  Rapid  City.,  South  Dakota® 

Transfer  of  a qualified  inspector  to  South  Dakota  to  inspect  at  these 
markets  for  the  fall  run  were  approved* 

The  proposed  changes  in  the  Hide  and  Butcher  Law  had  been  approved  at 
the  Annual  Convention  of  Sheriffs  and  Peace  Officers  at  Havre® 

Robert  Ellerd,  President  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Markets  Association 
and  J.  K*  Gustafson,  Vice  President  met  with  the  Commission  to  discuss  financing 
at  markets  and  marketing  conditions  as  they  effect  the  livestock  industry® 

Dec ember  6 — 7*  I960®  Meeting  held  at  Great  Falls®  All  members  present® 

Leo  Overfelt,  District  Inspector  of  Great  Falls  was  called  into  the 
meeting  to  report  on  his  investigation  of  theft  of  no  brand  calves  and  saddles 
in  Chouteau  and  Cascade  County®  (Since  then  Mr®  Overfelt  successfully  con- 
cluded his  investigation  which  led  to  the  arrest  of  John  Whitehouse  who  received 
a suspended  sentence  of  ten  years  after  a guilty  plea  on  September  28,  1961) 

The  recent  apparent  increase  of  rustling  in  eastern  Montana  has  necessitated 
an  increase  in  the  checking  of  trucks  hauling  livestock  out  of  the  state ® The 
Commission  asked  that  the  Executive  Officer  contact  the  Hiway  Patrol  and  various 
sheriff 5 s offices  for  assistance  in  this  checking®  At  this  time  the  Commission 
decided  to  increase  the  District  Stock  Inspector  force  stationing  an  additional 
man  at  Broadus,  Montana  with  main  object  of  his  work  to  stop  tracks  leaving 
the  state  in  that  area® 

The  following  proposals  for  legislation  to  be  introduced  in  the  next 
legislative  assembly  were? 

1®  Adding  sheep  to  the  Eat ray  Law 

2,  Amending  the  Butcher  Law  to  provide  for  live  inspection  at  certain 
large  slaughter  houses® 

3o  Amending  the  Hide.  Law  to  provide  for  a certificate  rather  than  an 
inspection  to  move  hides® 

4«  The  possibility  of  making  it  a felony  to  leave  the  State  without 
the  proper  brand  clearances* 

The  Commission  approved  the  intent  of  the  above  legislation® 


March  5 ™ 6 - 7*  196.1®  This,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Commission  was 
held  in  Helena  with  former  members  Mr*  John  Black,  President,  Mr*  A.  0*  Wilson, 
Mr.  Manly  Moore  and  Mr.  Melvin  Peterson  present*  New  members  to  the  Commission 
appointed  by  Governor  Donald  G*  Nut. tor,  F*  T*  Saylor  of  Chouteau  and  Henry  C. 
Miller,  Missoula,  Montana  were  welccr-. ed  to  the  meeting. 

Mr*  John  Black  was  re-elected  President  and  Mr*  A.  0*  Wilson  was  elected 
Vice  President o 

By  Laws  and  Rules  of  Conduct  of  the  Commission  were  reviewed  by  Mr* 

Black  for  information  of  the  two  new  members  and  after  corrections  these  were 

adopted* 

Mr*  Black  for  the  edification  of  the.  new  members  again  stated  that 
meetings  of  the  Livestock  Commission  were  open  to  anyone  wishing  to  attend® 

In  study  of  a resolution  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  asking  that  a 
study  be  made  towards  consolidation  of  various  boards  and  commissions  by  the 
Legislative  Council,  Mr®  Wilson  stated,  that  leaders  of  the  livestock  industry- 
thought  that  the  Livestock  Commission  and  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  should  be 
retained  as  separate  entities  of  state  government  as  their  functions  were 
primarily  for  th®  protection  of  the  livestock  industry® 

Mr®  Cheney  brought  the  Commission  up  to  date  cn  all  actions  taken  in  the 
rustling  case  involving  theft  of  cattle  from  the  ranch  of  Bimey. 

The  Commission  approved  the  hiring  of  a special  investigator  to  work  in 
Iowa  and  Nebraska  in  this  case® 

The  Commission  noted  the  retirement  of  Chief  Inspector  George  Burns  on 
February  1,  1961  and  asked  that  the  minutes  show  appreciation  of  his  many  years 
of  outstanding  work  and  services  rendered® 

A letter  from  the  Director  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  was  read 
stating  that  the  Fish  and  Game  were  contributing  $40,000  for  each  year  of  the 
next  biennium  to  the  Predator  Animal  Control  program® 

Legislation  passed  by  the  recent  Legislature  was  studied® 

Mr®  Cheney  told  the  Commission  that  the  appeal  in  the  Baker  Sales  Barn 
application  would  be  held  before  the  State  Supreme  Court  on  March  8,  1961® 

The  Commission  then  discussed  and  studied  the  application  and  testimony 
given  by  John  To  Vukieh  for  the  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity 
to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Dillon® 

The  Commission  issued  Report  and  Order  No.  27  granting  the  Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  to  John  T.  Vukieh  on  completion  of  the 
market  facilities,  such  facilities  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  application 
submitted  and  testimony  given  at  the  hearing* 

The  Commission  adopted  Regulation  No®  2,3  which  reads” 

“Issued  in  conformity  with  provisions  of  House  Bill  No®  189,  passed  by 
the  1961  Legislature* 
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At  any  licensed  slaughterhouse  where  the  Livestock  Commission  provides 
for  a live  inspection  prior  to  -«l:.agh‘G®r,  the  health  inspection  stamp  (either 
State  or  Federal)  on  the  beef  quarts rs  will  be  used  for  identification  in  lieu 
of  the  provision  in  this  same  act  that  requires  stamping  of  the  four  quarters 
when  an  inspection  is  made  of  the  hiue®n 


May  21  - 22  - 23,  1961*  Reid  at  Billings®  All  members  present  except 
Mr®  Melvin  Peterson  who  was  unable  to  attend  due  to  illness. 

In  the  case  of  the  appeal  in  the  Baker  Market  application,  Sr®  Cheney 
advised  the  Commission  that  a new  hearing  had  been  set  on  June  9*  1961  as  the 
Supreme  Court  had  reached  a tie  vote  on  their  decision  in  the  previous  hearing® 

Letters  from  the  Montana  Livestock  Markets  Association  filing  formal 
protest  with  the  Commission  on  certain  sales  advertised  in  the  State  were  read® 
Mr.  Cheney  informed  the  Commission  of  his  investigation  of  these  sales  and 
the  Commission  agreed  they  were  not  a serious  violation  of  the  Livestock  Market 
Law » 


The  Commission  approved  the  hiring  of  an  experienced  prosecutor,  Charles 
F*  Moses,  Attorney  at  Law,  Billings,  Montana  to  assist  with  prosecution  of 
the  rustling  case  at  Hardin,  Montana® 

A group  of  stockmen  from  south  eastern  Montana  were  invited  into  the 
meeting  to  discuss  with  the  Commission  the  increase  of  cattle  rustling  aetivitie 
in  that  part  of  the  State.  Mr®  M*  H*  Tschirgi,  former  member  of  the  Commission, 
acted  as  spokesman  and  handed  the  Commission  a letter  and  resolution  previously 
adopted  by  this  group*  The  letter  and  resolution  questioned  the  activities  of 
the  Commission  in  the  investigation  of  theft  and  losses  of  cattle  reported  and 
asked  that  the  Commission  hire  a special  trained  officer  to  assist  with  the 
investigation  of  cattle  rustling® 

Mr*  Homer  Scott  of  Sheridan,  Wyoming  reported  the  loss  of  500  head  of 
cows  off  the  Cheyenne  and  Crow  Indian  Reservation®  John  Scott,  Jr®  reported 
loss  of  200  head  of  cows  off  the  Cheyenne  Reservation  in  1958®  Other  ranchers 
did  not  have  any  large  losses  to  report®  In  fact  Mr.  Tschirgi  stated  he  had 
no  loss  on  his  ranch  in  the  last  few  years. 

This  group  of  ranchers  then  met  with  the  Commission  and  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Montana  Stockgrc-wers  Association  and.  discussed  again 
the  letter  and  resolution  referred  to  above. 

Those  present  thought  that  more  assistance  in  the  prosecution  of  livestock 
cases  might  stop  cattle  thefts  and  that  a more  stringent  enforcement  of  parole 
laws  could  be  beneficial. 

The  Commission  took  no  formal  action  at  this  time  but  told  those  present 
they  would  take  the  matter  into  consideration® 

The  Commission  met  with  representatives  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
to  discuss  budget  plans  for  1961  - 1962  fiscal  year  in  Predator  Animal  Control 

Program. 

An  increase  in  the  overall  budget  as  submitted  would  be  taken  care  of 
through  enlarged  contributions  to  program  by  the  Bureau  of  Sports  Fisheries 
and  Wildlife  and  an  increase  in  the  county  taxes  collected  on  sheep. 

Attorney  Charles  F.  Moses  reviewed  for  the  Commission  the  status  of 
the  Vollin  case,  continuing  investigation  and  prosecution. 


The  Commission  took  under  advisement  the  request  of  the  group  of  ranchers 
and  agreed  that  they  would  hire  a special  investigator  if  they  had  sufficient 
funds  in  their  own  account  to  do  so...  that  they  would  not  take  any  action  until 
meeting  with  ranchers  in  that  area  again  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  losses* 
(See  minutes  for  June  22 , 23 ) # 

Being  advised  that  the  District  Court  of  the  First  Judicial  District  of 
the  State  of  Montana  issued  a writ  to  quash  the  appeal  by  the  Montana  Markets 
Association  in  the  Dillon  Market  Case,  the  Commission  ordered  that  a Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  be  issued  to  John  T.  Vukich,  when  Mr* 

Vukich  had  complied  with  Order  No*  2?  of  the  Commission® 


Being  advised  of  the  hearing  held  in  Butte,  April  10  for  a Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  (Docket  No.  28)  of  the  Livestock  Commission, 
the  Commission  ordered  that  a Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity 
be  granted  to  the  Montana  Livestock  Auction® 


June  22  and  23,  1961®  All  members  present  at  this  Billings  meeting  except 
Mr.  Henry  C®  Miller  who  was  on  a trip  to  Washington  D.  C« 

This  was  a special  meeting  of  the  Commission  called  to  meet  with  personnel 
on  the  investigation  into  reported  thefts  and  reported  losses  of  livestock  in 
southeastern  Montana*  The  investigations  conducted  did  show  that  some  of  the 
reported  large  losses  were  'undoubtedly  death  losses  due  to  the  extreme  weather 
conditions  during  winters  on  those  ranges  and  the  occurrance  of  anaplasmosis 
in  the  two  herds  from  which  the  larger  losses  were  reported. 

At  this  time  from  the  reports  given,  the  Commission  thought  that  the 
present  system  of  investigation  and  checking  could  be  improved  upon  in  some 
instances  and  that  there  was  no  need  to  spend  fifteen  to  twenty  thousand  dollars 
to  hire  a special  investigator  at  this  time. 

Mr.  F*  T®  Saylor  reported  on  the  hearing  held  at  Great  Falls  on  the  appli- 
cation  by  Great  Falls  Livestock  Market  Center  for  a Certificate  of  Public 
Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  in  Great  Falls*  The 
Commission  granted  the  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  in 
accordance  with  the  hearing. 

The  Commission  then  met  with  a group  of  twenty  ranchers,  the  F«BoI*, 

Hiway  Patrol  and  Sheriff  from  Powder  River  and  Big  Horn  Counties  to  get  advice 
and  information  on  cattle  losses  by  theft  in  southeastern  Montana® 

President  John  Black  asked  each  of  the  officers  present  to  report  on  their 
part  in  the  investigation  centered  on  the  Vollin  rustling  case®  (Voliin  has  since 
pled  guilty  and  is  under  a five  year  suspended  sentence  - Lauren  F*  Palmer  of 
South  Dakota  has  been  arrested  on  a State  case  involving  the  same  cattle  and 
Clinton  Small  and  James  Robinson  of  the  Cheyenne  Indian  Reservation  have  been 
arrested  by  Federal  authorities  for  their  alleged  participation  in  the  theft*) 

Mr*  Larry  Talbot  of  the  FeB«I«,  Billings  stated  that  in  his  experience 
with  investigation  the  investigation  of  cattle  rustling  activities  in  south- 
eastern Montana,  especially  the  case  referred  to  above  had  been  conducted  by 
all  officers  involved  to  as  satisfactory  a conclusion  as  possible®  Mr*  Talbot 
assured  the  Commission,  the  other  officers  present  and  ranchers  that  the  FoBolo 
through  his  office  at  Billings  and  office  at  Miles  City  would  continue  to  help 
local  officers  in  this  investigation  or  any  others  that  might  involve  theft 
of  livestock  from  Indian  Reservations  or  the  inter-state  transportation  of 
stolen  livestock. 


Mr®  John  Black  asked  ranchers  present  to  report  on  losses  in  their 
respective  communities  and  only  three  of  those  present  reported  a loss  in 
I960®  The  largest  reported  loss  was  of  22  yearlings  in  Big  Horn  County®  Others 
reporting  had  heard  of  a few  minor  losses  such  as  a cow  or  calf  here  or  there 
but  could  report  nothing  definite* 

The  ranchers  agreed  that  the  State  had  plenty  of  laws  to  protect  the 
livestock  industry 9 that  ranchers  should  take  a more  active  part  in  assisting 
other  law  enforcement  officers,  that  they  should  keep  a closer  check  on  their 
own  cattle  and  that  the  general  situation  (theft  of  livestock)  in  the  State 
did  not  appear  to  be  serious  enough  to  ask  for  the  expenditure  by  the  Commission 
for  a special  and  costly  investigator* 

Representatives  of  the  Hiway  Patrol  attending  the  meeting  assured  the 
Commission  and  ranchers  they  would  increase  their  checking  of  trucks  as  their 
time  permitted® 

All  agreed  that  a solution  to  the  problems  of  stolen  livestock  out  of  the 
State,  the  importation  of  diseased  cattle  into  the  State,  the  Gross  Vehicle 
Weight  Program  of  Hiway  Commission  and  the  importation  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
could  be  had  by  the  establishing  of  port  of  entry  stations  set  up  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  State® 
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REPORT  FOR  "ESTRAYS"  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  "estrays"  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale. 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  found,  (Range,  Ranch, 
Shipment  etc.).  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further  description  ?md 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s). 

Those  listed  under  "Market  Inspectors"  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal. 

Those  listed  under  "District  Inspectors"  are  found  in  course  of  investi- 
gation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points,  and  in  checking 
cattle  on  ranches.  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  disposition  is 
left  to  owner.  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised  under 
Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  or  shipped  to  a licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale. 

Those  listed  under  "Association  Inspectors"  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  "District  Inspectors".  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses. 

Those  listed  under  "Deputy  Inspectors"  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin.  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  "District  Inspectors", 
above .

District  Inspectors  stopped  trucks  on  highways  carrying  cattle,  horses  and 
sheep.  In  each  instance  a complete  check  was  made  and  a report  was  sent  to  the 
Livestock  Commission.

At  the  Helena  office  162  reports  were  received  of  cattle,  horses  and  sheep 
being  lost  or  stolen.  The  number  of  head  involved  was  820  cattle,  39  horses 
and  1,225  sheep,  a total,  of  2,084  head. 

In  most  Instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report  until 
several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared.  This  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in  to  the 
office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner.  The 
Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena  office. 

Six  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing  stock 
were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F.  B.  I.  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states. 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  334  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.

The  administration  of  the  livestock  laws  and  regulations  and 
all  phases  of  work  in  connection  therewith  is  directed  and  super- 
vised by  the  Executive  Officer,  Wm.  G.  Cheney. 

At  the  Helena  office  all  collections  and  disbursements  are 
handled,  reports  checked,  evaluated  and  filed  and  brands  and  mort- 
gages recorded. 

Market  reports  are  received,  bills  of  sale  filed,  fees  checked 
and  balanced  against  incoming  stock  listed.  Fees  are  balanced 
against  outgoing  stock  listed  on  Form  35ZA.  All  stock  leaving 
markets  are  cleared  on  this  form  which  serves  as  a bill  of  sale. 
Copies  are  sent  to  the  Helena  office.  During  the  year  38,469 
cattle  shipments  and  3,334  horse  shipments  were  cleared  from 
State  markets  on  this  form. 

An  index  shows  that  4,151  shippers  had  livestock  proceeds 
held  at  markets  pending  proof  of  ownership.

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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts.  Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs.  Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U.  S.  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service.  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members,  one  member  representing  each 
of  the  following:  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association,  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 

Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  the  Montana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  - the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish  & Game  Depart- 
ment. The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee. 

Funds  collected  by  counties  are  derived  through  a special  sheep  license. 

These  monies  are  retained  in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners. This  source  of  funds  has  nearly  reached  its  limit  as  the  majority 
of  counties  are  collecting  10  cents  per  head  which  is  the  maximum  fee  set  by 
State  law. 

The  other  three  sources  of  funds  - Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Department 
of  Fish  & Game  and  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  - are  used  over  the 
entire  State  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas.  The 
State  is  divided  into  four  sub-districts  and  these  funds  are  alio ted  to  the  sub- 
districts on  the  basis  of  - 50%  to  land  area  and  50%  to  total  livestock  numbers. 

Control  operations  throughout  the  District  (State)  for  the  fiscal  year  1961 
were  carried  out  by  an  average  of  32  regular  hunters  which  is  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  The  land  area  of  Montana  is  146,205  square  miles.  This  maintains 
over  3 million  head  of  livestock.  Montana  is  rated  as  one  of  the  leading  big 
game  states.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  control  operations  in  the  District  (Montana)  are  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  & Wildlife  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana 
Livestock  Commission,  Boards  of  County  Commissioners,  Agricultural  groups, 
cities  and  other  government  agencies. 

Rodent  species  involved  are  the  Columbia  and  Richardson  ground  squirrel, 
black  tailed  prairie  dog,  kangaroo  rat,  the  common  house  rat  and  the  pocket 
gopher. 

The  most  important  control  programs  conducted  during  the  year  were  on 
the  Richardson  ground  squirrel  and  the  prairie  dog. 

Richardson  ground  squirrel  programs  are  quite  limited  in  the  eastern 
half  of  the  district.  This  rodent  has  continued  to  increase  in  numbers. 

The  damage  to  agricultural  crops  was  spotty  but  the  infestation  on  range 
land  was  heavy.  Unless  there  is  a die-off  soon  some  county  wide  program 
will  become  necessary. 

Prairie  dog  operations  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  state  are  mostly  of 
a clean-up  nature.  Operations  were  conducted  in  22  counties  and  good  results 
were  obtained  with  1080  bait  and  carbon  bisulphide.  Effective  control  on 
thousands  of  acres  of  valuable  grazing  land  has  resulted  in  enormous  savings 
to  the  agricultural  industry. 

Several  city  dumps  were  treated  for  rats . 

Kangaroo  rat  control  was  carried  out  in  McCone  county. 

Primarily  because  of  high  costs,  no  pocket  gopher  program  was  conducted.
